The species was not yet collected so far southward.

Timor (J. B. Spanocus). South Central Timor: Kapan, 950 mi, 
on limestone, scattered, not common (M. E. Wazsu no. 31, 6 January 1929; 
the plant had disappeared again in the middle of February). 

The good material collected by Miss WaLSH enables me to give a fresh description 
of the plant. It agrees perfectly with the type specimen in the Rijksherbarium, only 
the flowers are a trifle larger. 

KRANZLIN, in his description lc., says that the midlacinia of the lip is 23 times 
as long again as the lateral laciniae. He overlooked the fact that in the type specimen, 
which was sent to him on loan from the Leiden Herbarium, the laciniae of the lip 
of the dissected flower were broken off. — Description from herbarium.

Cystopus Hasseltti BL. was never described in detail by its author and the type 
specimen which bears only a single flower and from which BLUMp’s figure was drawn, 
is not in a state good enough for exact comparison. For these reasons I have considered 


it the best way to keep separate the Sumatran plant for the present as a variety. — 
Description from herbarium.

When working up the Orchidaceae collected in Dutch West Borneo by Prof. Dr 
HANS WINKLER .in 1924-’25 I.came across.a plant which I determined as Pholidota 
Clemensii AMES, but for reason Ames’ description did not suit entirely WINKLER’s plant, 
I gave a fresh one. Afterwards CHAs, SCHWEINFURTH, assistant of Prof. AMES, informed 
me that my plant was not identical with Ph. Clemensii Ames, and relying on this in- 
formation I changed the name‘in Ph. dentiloba J. J. S. n. sp. 

Since I found the same plant in the Leiden set.of the CLEMENS’ collection from Mt 
Kinabalu (n. 27805). This was enumerated by C. E. Carr (in The Gardens’ Bull. VIIT 
(1985) 221) as Ph. Clemensii AMES, so that my first determination as likely as not was 
‘correct and Ph. dentiloba J.J.S. has to fall as a synonym. 

In CLEMENS 27905 the petioles vary in length from 1114 to 20 cm, the leaf blade 
from 28 to 87 cm, where as the toothlike sidelobes of the lip are not so prominent as is 
WINKLER’s specimen, and the midlobe is, apart from the apiculus, more rotundate. 

In the shape of the flowers this comes nearest perhaps to Ph. camelostalix Reus. f.

‘The nearest allies of this curious species are B. Fletcherianum ROLFE and B. macro- 
bulbum J: J.S., both from New Guinea. From both it is at once distinguishable by 
the outside hairy lateral-sepals. With B. Fletcherianum it has in common the lateral 
sepals conspicuously surpassing the dorsal one, but the latter is much broader and 
abruptly apiculate in B. Phalaenopsis. I do not know whether the flowers oper more 
widely or not, In all the preserved flowers seen the dorsal sepal stands: horizontally 
over the lateral ones, which are conglutinate towards the apex with their outer margins 
and connate over their whole length with the inner margins, with the exception of the 
free subulate apices. The incurved margins constitute a thick, grooved ridge. The petals, 
lip and column are hidden in the cavity formed by the sepals. The colour seems to be 
much the same in the 3 species. — Description from dried material and flowers pre- 
served in spirit.

In the subulate acuminate side-lobes of the lip this is comparable with S. subulatus 
Reus. f., S. suaveolens Reus. f., S. belophorus Reus. f., S. lorifolius Par., S. tenuirachis 
J.J. 8., S. crassissimus J. J. S., but differs from these in the habit, the shape of the 
leaves and the characteristics of the flower. 


There is nothing known about the colour of the flowers. When better materials 
are available the description shall have to be amended. — Description from herbarium. 


The genus- Haraella Kupo *). 


The genus Haraella has been based by Yussun Kupo on two plants from 
Formosa, viz. H. odorata Kupvo and H. retrocallosa (Hayata) Kuno. The first 
is‘excellently figured. From this plate and from the description it is clear ‘that 
the plant doubtless belongs to the genus Gastrochilus D. Don, to which genus,

indeed, H. retrocallosa has already been accredited by R. Scutecurer, The 
only difference with Gastrochilus lies in the basal portion of the lip which in 
Haraella ig less deeply concave than in the other species. Gastrochilus has no 
real spur but the lip is more or less saccate at the base. The characteristics 
of the two genera for the rest being exactly the same, there is merely a gradual 
difference, which does not suffice to establish a genus. Therefore the genus 
Haraella Kupo is to be regarded a synonym of Gastrochilus D. Don,
